Student Complaints 
Of Martin Police 
Aired At Meeting

An Informal meeting to dis¬ 
cuss student grievances con¬ 
cerning the Martin Police force 
and their relationship with the 
campus was held Friday after¬ 
noon. 

SCHOOL OFFICIALS, student 
government and Interfraternity 
Council members, and Indepen¬ 
dent students were represented 
at this meeting. 

One objective was to reach 
an understanding of why stu¬ 
dents felt a need to protest. 
School officials pledged support 
only If valid proof of student 
abuse by the Martin police is 
furnished. 

"GENERALITIES ARE un¬ 
founded and can lead to no 
real progress In the Interest 
of UTM students,’’Student Gov¬ 
ernment President Steve Davis 
said. 

He also added that the Mar¬ 
tin Police should be approached 
on the subject before taklngany 
action against them. 


THE GROUP DISCUSSED ap¬ 
proaching the problem scienti¬ 
fically. They recognized the 
problem, defined grievances, 
developed a hypotheseis, and 
are searching for a solution. 

"In all sincerity the Admin¬ 
istration was not aware of 
campus concern on this topic, 
and if students will support the 
Administration we will support 
them,” Dr. Jack Mays said. 
Dr. Mays is Vice Chancellor 
of Development. 

Dr. Mays, Mr. White, Mr. 
Council, and Student Govern¬ 
ment members met with Mr. 
Robert Neal Glasgow, Martin 
City Administrator, Friday 
afternoon after the student 
meeting. 

THEY DECIDED that a pro¬ 
gram would be worked out 
where law enforcement agents 
oo the local, state, and federal 
levels would explain the rights 
and responsibilities of the citi¬ 
zens. This meeting will be held 
sometime after Christmas, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Mays.

‘ The smoke was getting 
pretty bad and I was beginning 
to investigate when I came into 
the living room,” sophomore 


Mike Lumpkin said. Lumpkin 
said other students were 
coming to the living room and 
they all joined in to fight the 
fire. 

THE FIRE WAS completely 
out at 11:00 and smoke was 
subsiding. 

"Most of the residents had 
gone home for the weekend or 
were not in the dorm during 
the fire,” Mrs. Waterfield said. 

THE INCIDENT IS being in¬ 
vestigated by the University, 
according to Dr. Jack Mays, 
vice-chancellor of develop¬ 
ment.

A spur of the minute march on City Hall was planned for 
Saturday. Signs announcing the proposed demonstration were 
posted at various locations on campus Friday. Talk was coming 
from many of the male students of the necessity of such a 
march. 

STUDENT GOVERNMENT, Interfraternity Council, Adminis¬ 
tration, and Independent students met Friday to discuss student 
gripes pertaining to the Martin Police and its relationship to 
the students. 

The Independent students were pushing the proposed march. 
They thought it would be the best means to show the Martin 
Police force that they were fed up with what they called “abuse.*’ 

AFTER DISCUSSING THE situation with other Interested mem¬ 
bers of the group, the Independents agreed that sitting down and 
talking over their problems and complaints with responsible 
representatives of the City Administration would be the most 
logical solution. 

This was the most sensible decision that could have been 
made. Maturity of Judgement rather than emotion can work.

JUST IN THE LAST week, signs of progress have become 
increasingly evident. This week the parking lot south of McCord 
Hall was completed and work was begun on a similar project 
proposed behind Ellington Hall. Hannings Lane, which governs 
the entrance to these parking areas, was resurfaced and street 
lights were Installed. 

Landscaping, in general, has been the keynote this fall as 
.completion of the new humanities building necessitated the re¬ 
moval and relocation of tons of loose dirt. Now attractive spiral 
walkways have replaced the plywood sidewalks surrounding this 
building.

Terry Ford Is a sophomore 
In Journalism, a part time staff 
member of the Lauderdale 
County Enterprise in Ripley, 
and about to leave UTM for 
two years active duty in the 
Naval Reserve. 

Terry is also a book col¬ 
lector. His library includes 
2,200 volumes. His specialty 
Is Egyptology, the study of life 
in Ancient Egypt. This collec¬ 
tion Includes 400 volumes. He 
began this particular selection 
two and one-half years ago. 

He decided to concentrate on 
Egyptology when his employ¬ 
er, William Klutts, editor and 
publisher of the Enterprise, 
encouraged him to select a par¬ 
ticular field Instead of random 
purchases. 

“Book markets supply most 
of my collection,” Terry said. 
“Hie majority are from Eng¬ 
land, and most of them were 
printed between 1800 and 
1900,” he continued. 

Terry explained why England 
1 is thg, chief supplier .of books 
on Egyptology. 

“England influenced Egypt. 
Between 1860 and 1890 English 
interest in lntellectualism of 
that region increased. 
Societies were formed con¬ 
cerning Egyptology. Tombs 
revealed riches, and archeolo¬ 
gists began working there,” 
Terry said. 

“Different religious cults 
with every kind of gods and god- 
esses existed in Ancient Egypt. 
These people believed in life 
after death Just as Christians 
do, except they were more de¬ 
tailed. They thought after life 
was everything,” Terry con¬ 
tinued. 

The burial process par¬ 
ticularly mummification, of 
Ancient Egyptians still baffles 
modern man. 

“Tombs were as nice if not 
more so than houses. There 
were waiting chambers where 
priests would bring food. 
Pharoahs had thrones, jewels, 
chariots, and sometimes a fav¬ 
orite horse,” Terry revealed. 

Terry said it is believed the 
Egyptian race didn’t begin in 
Egypt, but was probably mi¬ 
grants from the Land of Punt, 
Southeast Asia, or Etroria.
